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GENIUS vs. MADNESS.

That genius 1s allied to insanity in some mysterious way 18 
generally accepted, although the intermediate degrees between 
genius and insanity as these terms are understood, as well as the 
line of demarkation between the two, may be differently construed. 
If the law of balance is applied to any problem presented to the 
mind, as may be done in this problem, at least some measure Gt 
Solution may be obtained. 

A lmit is fixed by natural law to the degree of evolution 
possible of attainment by man during a predetermined cycle of 
time; and 1f this limit 1s exceeded, whether it 1s by a center of 
mind or of body, the right balance hetween. the constituent parts 
is disturbed and the over developed center then hecomes an ab- 
normal center. In svch an instance. some degree of insanity en- 
Sues, and this degree 1s governed by the measure of loss sustained 
by the other constituent parts of the mentality or body as the case 
may be. No composite form of matter, no creature belonging to 
one ray or group soul can pass beyond the point of development 
Set for the matter or mind of all the constituent creatures of 
that group soul by evolutionary law tor a definite period of time, 
without losing in the end. 

The length of that perwd 1s determined by the strengeth and 
power of the aspiration which gave the first 1mpulse toward a 
Specihe end. For instance, the indwelling elemental Soul of a 
tree helonging to a certain family group 3:t trees could not change 
the torm and characteristics of that tree or force 1ts evolution into 
any other kingdom ot nature during the period set by natural law 
for the perfecting of the one (hv1s10n of trees to which it heloneed 
without Þreaking the law of evolution. 

[t 1t were able to do's the once natural tree would hecome 
a monstroxity, neither a tree nor any other natural oþjeet; yet 
it a Migher 1deal actuated the elemental, and its own growth were 
commensurate with that ot the tree, at the commencement of an- 
other cycle of evolution, when a new vibratory 1mpulse had keen 
given the whole group to which hoth elemental and tree belonged, 
the more potent . forces. set free would all tend toward the ac- 
comphshment of the dexired change 1m a natural and therefore 
more <atistactory manner. There would then he a rise mistead of 
a- tall: inthe 'scale of 1ts: hte: . 


The same laws obtain in the case of a genius—the result an 
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over developed brain center. During some previous cycle of in- 
carnation the soul of such an one must have developed an over- 
weening desire or ambition in some one direction and the result 
has been the unhalancing of all the brain centers of its vehicle in 
a4 succeeding incarnation, for one center would be unnaturally 
developed, while the others would be depleted. It should be re- 
membered that the Skandas—the effects of action—do not die 
with the body, they await the soul on 1its return from Devadran 
and become identifhed with the new personality. Here as else- 
where may be seen the necessity for cultivating wisdom and 
knowledge, and thereby dominion over the principle of desire, mn 
other words, cultivating the power to conform to the Divine Will 
as 1t 1s expressed in the evolutionary law. | 

The command, Thou shalt not steal,” is first of all addressed 
to the human soul, for the soul may. coinmit a theft by inciting 
one brain center to $supernormal activity at the expense of an- 
other; and here may be found the solution of the mystery behind 
the seemingly over-severe punishment meted out to thieves in 
olden times, even death.. The soul that persisted in robbing many 
brain centers of needed power for their development for the ben- 
efit of one center, would literally compass the final annihilation of 
the hody, for in its last analysis death is the disassociation of 
atoms, organs or states of COnsciousness. 

Insanity being the negative pole of sanity, and primarily due 
to lack or loss of balance, it would follow that the over-balancing 
of one brain center by an unnatural increase of force at a period 
when only sufficient force was available for the normal develop- 
ment of all the hrain centers, would result in disaster in some 


degree to the whole entity.

They are *testing stones for those they are sent to help. as well 
as debtors to still unexpiated karma.

Commentaries on a New Stanza of Dzyan Given by the Master Morya to 


the Temple of the People for the New Humanity. 


STANZA-IV; FIRST SLOKA: 
*The wild white bull o'ershadowed the great red cow. 
With one expulsive effort she gave birth to a white she calf.” 


COMMENTARY. 

The last sloka of the third Stanza prefigured such another 
period as always occurs when the humanities of any cosmic. cycle 
nave reached the greatest height of material development possible 
or attainment during that cycle. Nature's finer forces are then 
tocused on man and his environment, to give the necessarv im- 
pulse toward the evolving of the mental vehicles of the latest in- 
carnated Igos. During the latter half of such a a cycle the ve- 
hicles of the higher mentality and soul are evolved to whatever 
degree has been fixed upon by the Divine Builders for that par- 
ticular cycle. 

The words of the sloka quoted above refer to the birth of the 
hrst sub-race of the fourth root race, and would apply to the 
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action of creative energies in the first period of manifestation in 
matter 1n any great cosnuc or world eycle. 

The no-color white, in contradistinction to the no-color black, 
is frequently used in svmbolism to: indicate an undifferentiated con- 
citionless principle, and 1s als) used to symbolize the action of 
the positive pole of any: form of .energzy, while black may Þe used 
to xrmbolze negation or purgation. [ther white or hlack may be 
used mm conjunction with some other color to indicate the character 
of the forces of generation on any plane of manifestation. _ \While 
white and Hhlack are colorless 1mm one sense, they both hold the five 
visthle and two mvisble primal colors in suspens1on. 

[In previous commentaries. it has been” shown that the bþull, 
Taurus, 1s a 'symbecl- of both physcal and terrestial 'generation. 
Poth the bull and cow are sacred to the Hindus, Zoroastrians: 
Chaldeans and Egyptians. . lo many modern students the bull 1s 
merely a' phallic symbol-of generation, but to the occulist 1t. 1s a 
Symbol of tar greater 1nportance. 

The adjectives wild” and white” preceding the noun *þull*” 
in the sloka under consideration indicate that the posittive mascu- 
Ime generative torce syvmbolized by the bull weuld be uncontrollable 
by man during the age mm question. 

[n SUmple terms, the sloka means the imparting of a lower 
vibration to. all things 11n mamtestation through the action oft the 
Separate positive. and negative aspects of creative. energy m-ac- 
tion at that period, thus lowering the character of the desires anc 
ideals of the races of humanity then 1m manitestation, and- even 
atfecting all lesser things .and creatures as 1s alwavs. the case m 
the downward arc of any. cycle. 

The prunordal matter of former manvantaras had evolved to 
its utmost height of development during the lives of the four 
preceding  sub-races and the Cosmie \Vheel had taken another 
turn: - A new. . suh-race, the. fifth,  ang-new- conditions were.

As the seed of 
a future race 1s alwavs ccnserved in the females of the last sub- 
race of any root race, $0 in the last suh-race of the third root race 
the seed of the humanity of the first suh-race of the sneceeding 
root race would be 8() conservedd. | 

As the generation of life 1s still as much of a mystery to the 
layman as 1t was in the past, it need not surprise us that the use 
of anmal forms m svmbolzing the generative functions of high 
Spiritual beings should have evoked so much controversy and an- 
tagonism among the founders of the early Christian church, for 
not being capable of understanding the real purpose of svmbolsm 
or rightly interpreting the symbols of the Aryan and Jewish seers, 
their contempt. of the science 1tselft and rebellion against the use 
of symbole torms was to be expected. Þut there 1s not 80 much 
excuse for the average Christian of today, who persists in re- 
fusings to recognize the importance of such ass1stance to research 
along spiritual lines, for 1t he only possessed such information as 
1s publicly expressed by the tathers of the Greek and Roman 
Catholic church on the <ubject of svmbolism, he would at least 
have <ome bhaxis for investigation. The efforts to express the 
&rmbolism of the forms and ceremonies of the church and the 
existing relations between their sacred pictures and other ohjects 
and the commonly acknowledged divine forces and beings, have 
heen unceasineg for centuries. 

The writings of I. P. .Blavatsky and her students on the 
philosopsy of the Secret Doctrine and the rehg1ons of the far east 
have been s0 widely promulgated in the western world that they 
have awakened intense interest in symbohsm, one of the hasic 
principles of the atforesarid philosophy. The value of the knowl- 
edge acquired by the study of that divine. science 1s beyond pos- 
=1ble computation, for in no other way 1s 1t posstþle for man to 
obtain reliable data in relation to the greater mysteries” of hte 
which he behind the lesser mysteries possitble of observation by the

Should disaster ever attend American arms it will he useless for 
us to hoast oft peaceahble intentions and disarmament. Fate or our 
enemies can ask *\Why did you then, oh peaceful Americans, spend 
more money for army purposes than any nation on eartll 

Spend more: Yes; that glorious penston graft, s0 long de- 
nounced by the Democrats, now grows larger every year. Some- 
thing hike two hundred and fifty millions a year for Civil War vet- 
erans and the veterans are nearly all dead and the faster the veterans 
ce the higger grows the pens1on roll! Was ever such a smoking

Coast defenses are a turgid political graft, but are an inocuous 
virtue hecides what the army contracts will be in the next war. Lin- 
coln saw that the only way to stop the frightful robberies by offi- 
cers and contractors in the Civil War was to stop the war. Under 
\IcKinley in the Spanish War the contract system began badly, 
grew rapidly worse, developed into an orgie of thievery and skull- 
duggery and finally broke down altozether. American generals 
complained that the Spaniards weren't getting a chance to kill their 
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men, the beef trust killed them first with filthy meat. Armour 
killed more Americans than the King of Spain. 

This 1s not a plea for armament. But 1t we are going to pay 
as much each year for an army as the Panama Canal cost and vet 
have no army, why not dishand our army and huild ancther cana! 
every..year : 

Do not let us make any mistake about it. All that has prececled 
will not be a circumstance to what will follow the entrance into a” 
great war. When Uncle Sam essays to put three or four nulhon * 
men into the field every politician, every heeler and grafter m 
America will sweat overtime to sell us the worst possthle munitions 
at the highest possiÞle price. The heef trust will repeat 1ts prev1- 
ous performances and the steel trust will sell us armor plate that 
you can break. with 'a pea shooter at fahulous prices while <elling 
the finest $steel plate to our enemies at little over cost. | We will 
pay the price-of three horses for every bhroken-winded old skate the 
contractors chose to mount us on and our paper infantry shoes will 
leave. our men marching barefoot. It has always heen 80 under 
private contract and always will. Try to stop it after war 1s de- 
clared and you can never mobolize. Stop the most wholesale thiev- 
ery and your armies must lay down their arms. Committees of 
inquiry will he futile, for congress will he wallowing in the graft 
up. to its neck. Surely we shall pay the price. Let us hope that 
the price will not be the loss of the American Flag. 

What is the remedy? First to nationalize all the agencies tor 
Supplying munitions of war. Second to have, 1f we are to have one 
at all, a citizen army. Soldiers ought to he doing something use- 
ful to earn their daily bread. Let our army be merely a skeleton 
of officers and non-coms for the purpose of drilling citizens. 10 
take young men out of the slums and from desks and warehouses 
and department stores for a year at a time does them good. They 
vet some fresh air, sleep outside, build up their museles, and forget 
town life for a season. A couple of million such men ought not to 
cost more than our futile mock-army does now. If we must have 
an army let it he a good one and one that does the boys some phys1- 
cal good. 

Perhaps we ought to have no army. Then let us dishand and 
dis-pay. But $0 long as we have privately owned war, army, arms- 
contractors, armorplate, big gun, and naval-contractors, we are 2g0- 
ing to have war. If we are to pay for war, be pushed into war, and 
Suffer during and after war, we might as well have an army.
